' Mrs, Kerens was earnest in her praise 
of the hospitality and cordiality which 
underiie the rigid formality of the court 
of Emperor Francis Joseph.

Other nations have their embassies at’ 
Vienna, but the American Ambassador 
lives wherever. he can find a house. The 
residence of Col. Kerens’ predecessor in 
office was fented by the Japbariese Min- 
ister before the Kerens family had a 
chance at it,’ and their first task was 
the difficult one of finding a house 

“This difficulty was increased,” said 
Mrs. Kerens, “dy the fact that there 
are very few desirable houses to let 
in Vienna. It is a ¢ity of homes, and 
the finest houses have been the homes 
of the same family for generations. 

‘But it was much easier to adjust 
ourselves to the court customs than one 
might suppose. The very fact that 
everything official is so formal is a 
help, for it makes it possible to know 
exactly what to do. 

“There is only one set, so to speak, 
made up of the nobility and families 
which have inherited their positions. 
Soon after our arrivel, as etiquette pre- 
scribes, I wrote to the archduchesses, 
asking for an audience. The first per- 
son with whom I obtained an audience 
was Archduchess Annunziata. On this 
occasion, I learned, an afternoon gown 
and a hat would be the proper cos- 
tume. The Archduchess was dressed all 
in gray, and wore beautiful jewels, as 
do nearly all of those whom one meets 
at court. . 

Evening Dress in Afterneon, 

‘Later, in preparing for an audience 
with the Archduchess Blanca, I wore 
a similar. costume, but when Arch- 
duchess Josepha granted an audience I 
wore evening dress, although the func- 
tion was in the afternoon. This require- 
ment is not unusual. 

‘‘We saw much less of official life than 
we would have done had we arrived 
earlier in the season. In summer Vien- 
na is deserted socially, as New York is. 
The social season does not open in 
earnest until after Christmas. It will be 
unusually short this year, as Lent, 
which is the end of the season in Vien- 
na, begins earlier than in most years. 
The court ball is the chief event of the 
season. However, there are many func- 
tions later in the spring, and I attend- 
ed a number of these last spring. 

‘‘Almost everyone at court speaks ex- 
cellent Hnglish, and, in talking with 
those who do not, it is easy to obtain 
interpreters.”’ 

The beauty of Vienna as a’ place of 
residence, and its attractions to Amer- 
icans, were subjects of enthusiastic de- 
scriptions by Mrs. Kerens.

R ing done, as it is, step by step,

1. Having purchased a cabinetmaker’s 
steel scraper, wrap the blunt end, which 
fits into the palm of the hand, in a 
piece of soft. cloth and scrape care- 
fully the surface to be redressed, fol- 
lowing always the grain of the wood. 
This comes from & steady forward pres- 
sure upon the scraper; 4 downward 
weight from the palm is Hable te make 
a wound in the fiber. For one’s peace 
of mind it is well to experiment first 
upon furniture that is not valued too 
highly. 

2. With a piece of sandpaper, medium 
coarse, smooth down Jghe wood, draw- 
ing the paper straight along the grain. 

8. Shellac the surface, using a paint- 
er’s brush one and one-fourth to one 
and one-half inches wide, and applying 
it with the grain of the wood. It takes 
about twenty minutes for a coat of 
shellac to harden. 

4. Sandpaper again as in process 32, 
only this time use the finest grade of 
paper. 

5. Shellac as in process 3. 

6. Sandpaper as in step 4 

7. Apply a coating of. hard oil, still 
working with the grain. This should 
be dried in a room with the temper- 
ature at 80 degrees and allowed to set 
for at least 48 hours. 

8 Rub down with a bunch of curled 
hair. This is done with a circular move- 
ment and without regard to the grain 
of the wood. . 

9. Repeat the hard-oil coating as de- 
scribed in process 7. 

10." Rub down with a mixture of 
ground pumice stone and painter’s hard

Even so, young Ferriss did not dare 
mention the $1500.

He did. Soon thereafter he went into 
bankruptcy.

He ran down titles and innaled the dust 
from musty legal documents until his 
‘lungs became immune to St. Louis 
smoke. 

When he went to Cornell,-a green 
country lad, he was chosen for the 
varsity, crew solely on account of hig 
brawn and muscle. He was made cap- 
tain of the crew, and he met Harvard 
and Yale in the last race Harvard ever 
rowed with colleges generally. Har- 
vard won. Cornell was third. Cornell 
in that day had not achieved the distinc- 
tion it now enjoys on the water, and the 
university gave all the credit to young 
Ferriss, who had pulled the stroke oar. 

Taught Night School. 

Young Ferriss came to St. Louls 
from Cornell not over-confident, but 
rather inclined to think that Hastern 
young men had small chance against 
the young men of the West. It was 
thus that he started to gain a le- 
gal education in St, Louis. He taught 
night school, collected claims and ex- 
amined titles, as did the other young 
lawyers of that day, and he read fic- 
tion.

Certain it is 
that Judge Ferriss has enjoyed all 
of them.
